the processor and the entity , said method comprising:

generating via the processor from said complete prescriptive history of 
said s e l e cted the purchaser one or more e l ^e trefti e patterns which flag prescriptive 
drug abuse. 

2. (Currently Amended) [[A]] The method of Claim 1 . further comprising: 

providing that said at least one of said plurality of entities comprises a 

physician's office and said selected prescriptiv e medication the purchaser is a 

patient of said physician; and 

said physician's office utilizing said pharmaceutical eempu te r data to 

verify said complete prescriptive history of s a i d se i e et e d- j a^ ese riptive m e dication 

the purchaser.

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3. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim L further comprising: 
providing that said at least one of said plurality of entities comprises a 

pharmacy with a pharmacist;

said pharmacist utilizing said pharmaceutical eempt t t e r data to compare 
said new prescriptive medication with respect to said complete prescriptive 
history of s aid s e l e ct e d pr e soriptiv e- m edi eat i e B the purchaser. 

4. (Currently Amended ) The jnethod of Claim 3, further comprising: 

said pharmacist accepting or declining to fill said new prescriptive 
medication based on said complete prescriptive history.

providing that at least one of said plurality of entities comprises a hospital 

and said s e l e cted prescriptive medication the purchaser is a patient of said 
hospital; and

complete prescriptive history of s aid— s eket ed- - f>r -es 6riptiv e m e d ie ati e H the 

purchaser. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
providing that said pharmaceutical eemp a t ef data for each of said 

prescriptive medication purchases comprises a name of a resp e ctive prescriptive 

ffteelleatiefi the purchaser, an address of said respec -tk-^ prescriptive me dicatieft 
the purchaser, a drug prescribed, said — Fespeetive-i3feseri^pti^'e--iRedicati0n 
purchaser, a quantity of said drug, a dosage of said drug, a pharmacist name, and 
a doctor name. 
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8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, further comprising: 
searching said stor e d the pharmaceutical compu tef data based on one or 

more of said name of a respectiv e p rcs cr tpttve medication the purchaser, said 
address of said r e spective prescriptive m e dication the purchaser, said drug 
pre^ribedT^ a i d - f e^ a e e t tv e ^r ese riptiv e- ffiedication purchas e r , said quantity of said 
drug, said dosage of said drug, said pharmacist name, and said doctor name. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, further comprising: 
storing via the computer system the pharmaceutical data related to whether 

a request for filling a prescriptive medication is filled or declined. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 9, further comprising: 

providing that at least one of said plurality of entities comprises a 
government agency.

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22. (Currently Amended) A method for controlling a co m puter system for 
tracking prescriptive medications, to address and controi prescription drug abuse, the 
computer s ystem comprisin g a processor and a connection between the pr ocessor and a 
pluralit>^ of entities, th e entities havin g pharmaceutical data related to prescriptive 
medication purchases by a pltirality of purchasers from a time of the connection between 
the processor and the entity , said method comprising: 

providing respective computer connections from the processor to [[a]] the 
plurality of entities, said pluralitv' of entities being a group consisting essentially 
of a plurality of hospitals, a plurality of doctors, at least one government agency, 
or combinations thereof; 

obtaining and storing the pharmaceutical comput e r data relating to 
prescriptive medication purchases by [[a]] the plurality of pr es criptiv e medication 
purchasers from a plurality of pharmacies; 

selectively transferring said pharmaceutical compat eF data through said 
eomput e r connections to at least one of said plurality of entities for obtaining a 
complete prescriptive history of a sele ete4 p r^e seript i x '^e-i^^edteatteft purchaser, the 
complete prescriptive history comprising all prescriptive medications purchased 
in the aggregate by s a id se l e et e d pr ese ript i v e m e dicatien the purchaser from all of 
said plurality of pharmacies based on said transferred pharmaceutical comput e r 
data; and 

generating from said complete pr e scription prescriptive history of saM 
s e lected the purchaser one or more patterns which flag prescriptive drug abuse. 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 22, wherein the one or more 

patterns generated from the preseriptten complete prescriptive history indicate 
prescription duplication, muiti-source prescription abuse, or combinations thereof. 

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the one or more 

patterns generated from the pr es erip ti en com p] etc pre scri pti ve history indicate 
prescription duplication, multi-source prescription abuse, or combinations thereof. 
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
